Cayoosii, KSth Jan. 1861. 

Editok Bhitisii C01.0NJST: The beau- 
•tiful weather that has. prevailed in these 
parts so far this winter, should bo enough

The trails lo the far-up country 
are still open, and men are traveling up and 
down all the time with litt'e inconvenience, 
iteveral parties have already started lor 
Qaesnelle river fiom here, with Ihe inten- 
tion of cultiog lumber for sluices, to com. 
inenco as eaily as possible, and it n the in- 
tention of many more to follow them almost 
immediately. 

Tilt: viiisr TR.vr.v yiioM onnoov. 
Col. Bilker has arrived here wilh f20 head 
of horses and mules ffoni Walla Walla. II 
reports very little snow on the whole route, ^ 
and .says that neiirly all lli'jse wintering on 
Rock Creek and .Siinilk.-iineci! will come up 
here in iho Spring, and that many more con- 
template corning through as early as jjossiblo 
from the Dulles.

Tlie ■Coroher,^Dr^ Dickson, and the jury 
irapanneled in the case, 'met yesterday 
morning at 10 o'clock, in the Police Court- 
room. 

Dr. Dickson staled that the counsel on 
both sides, being eng.-iged in criminal cases 
at the CourtofAsaizes, wished the incjuest 
adjourned till Saturday. 

Mr. Helmcken replied that the Court of 
Assizes would not niiiet to-day, ad the Chief 
Justice was uinvell. 

The Coroner— Application has been made 
to me for a postponement until Saturday. 
The friends of the deceased were aniioiis 
For a thorough investigation, and he was 
sure the jury uumniooed were as anxious to 
accord it. He himself was willing to do 
every thing in his power to further tlio e.v- 
emination, and hud done ho; hnt found it 
impossible to satisfy all. He felt like the 
man with the ass, who tried to satisfy every- 
body but pleased nobody. He was desirous 
uf hearing every witness in the case who 
could throw any light upon the matter, and 
in order to accommodate all, had concluded 
<o put. the inquest oil till Saturday next, at 
1 1 o'clock. 

Mr. Pidwell a.sked where the advantage 
e.'cisled in adjourning to suit the counsel. 
The inquiry had been adjourned for wed- 
dincs, aiijourned for races, and ndjouriuul

They "oru used instead of 
rope to secure the luadioj,' of carts fiillcd with 
them. Throu;,'houl the French camp were 
hundreds of piocop, some heaped up. others 
used to make tents, or bcils, or coverlids. 

In the afternoon ycstonliiy, a party of 
French went ihrough'the apartments with 
stick.*, breaking evetythin;^ that remained, 
mirrors, screens, panels, &c., &c. It is said 
ihut they did so in revenge for the barbarous 
irealnieiit the released prisoners, their coun- 
try men, had received. 

A treasury, containing a large qiiantily of 
gold ingots and syce silver, is under charge 
of a goaril, and is to be divided between the 
Ivughsh niul French. The total value of 
property destroyed would amount to a large 
instalment of the indemnity claimeil. 

In one of the ante-rooms of the .Slate bed- 
room at tlie Suiiinier I'alace, ihe Treaty of 
Tientsin, in Kii^li^li and Ctiiiies«!, .signod by 
Lord Klgin, was found.

Iheir faces were rubbed in the dii.st, they 
vrcre bound with their hands behind them 
and cariied on horses to Tung-chow, and 
thence, in the same slate, in one of the earls 
of the country, to I'fkiii, when tht^y were 
placed ill iliiiigeoijs. Mr. l',irkes wa.s bcalcii 
whoa ho did not instantly rejily to a qiu-s- 
tion, and Mr^ Loch because he could not 
speak Chinese. 

A s(!rioijc outbreak had laken place in the 
provi:)cial cily nt 'riayneii, wliicti was v\- 
peeled to swell into the proporiioiis of a re- 
bellion. The Chinese of Shanghao s.ti 1 
that it was the intention of the Shan hsi 
folk to elect llioir leader Kmperor, and when 
their army was large enough they iiilenilcd 
to march direct upon I'ekin, to gain posses- 
sion of the Imperial Seals.
